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MINUTES 

INTELLIGENCE DEFINITIONS WORKING GROUP 
21 MARCH 1978 


1. The Working Group accepted a modified definition of 
TEMPEST based on an Army submission. The NSA list was com- 
pleted and definitions accepted for official information , 
administratively controlled information , collateral , informa - 
tion handling , international lines of communication , and 
service cryptologic elements . The acronyms Cl FAX , Cl PHONY , 
and CIVISION were also added. 

2. Consideration of the term foreign intelligence agency 
led to the evaluation and acceptance of definitions for intelli - 
gence agency , and foreign intelligence service . 

3. Four terms related to information handling were de- 
ferred pending further advice from the IHC member. Addition- 
ally, Intelligence Data Handling System was deferred pending 
further information from the DIA member. The group agreed to 
drop foreign communications and technical intelligence . 

4. The Chairman announced that all the terms on the Com- 

posite List of 12 October 1977 had now been addressed and that 
draft definitions were available for all the terms retained 
(NOTE: More'than 100 additional terms have also been defined). 

The next meeting will be a work session aimed at editing the 
glossary. Editing will concentrate on: 

• Typographical errors 

• Correct word usage and word additions, deletions 

or omissions 

• Punctuation and capitalization 

• Consistency of form 

• Consistency in use of modifying words or terms 

• Adequacy of cross-referencing 

• Minimum and consistent use of abbreviations or 

acronyms 

• Grammatical clarity
